Called to Order. 

At 10:45 Judge Wm. C. Jones mounted the 
platform at the end of Mercantile Library 
Hall, in which the Democratic City Conven- 
tion sits to-day, and rapped for silence. Up 
to thattime the crowd inthe hall was very 
small. Quite a number of gentlemen were 
gathered in the fringe of seats 
ot the east ana busily trading and fixing up 
the tag ends of delegations which have been 
left unraveled up to thistime.

Ireland, 

Dusty, October 17,—The Irish National 
Conference opened to-day. Parnell pre- 
sided. A letter was read from Egan, dated 
Paris, tendering his resignation as treasurer 
of the Land League, and giving a statement 
of the fund of the League. The report shows 
a total of £244,820 passed through his hands. 
Of this sum there was disbursed in relieving 
distress in 1879 and 1880 £50,000; in the de- 
fense at the State trials over £15,000, and in 
expenditures through the General Land 
League and Ladies’ League, £148,000, leaving 
a balance of nearly £52,000. 

Parnell and Davitt were received with tre- 
mendous cheers by the delegates. Nearly all 
the extreme Irish members of Parliament 
were present. The attendance of delegates. 
was large. 

THE CONVENTION. 

Dustin, October 17.—At the time fixed for 
opening the Conference very few delegates 
were present, but in about an hour there were 
between seven hurdred and eight hundred in 
the hall. On the piatform were Lord 
Mayor Dawson and Messrs. Healey, Thomas 
Power, O'Connor, Corbett, Gill, Sexton, Sul- 
livan @nd Brennan. Egan in his letter of 
resignation says: ‘In view of the fact thata 
new national organization is likely to spring 
from the Conference and as it is impossible 
for me longer to absent myself from my own 
business in Dublin, I must earnestly beg my 
friends in the Land League torelieve me of 
the treasuryship.”

NEWSPAPER LITIGATION. 


Curious Allegations in a Sulit Against 
the Chie Herald. : 
Cuicaao, October 17.—The bill filed by W. 
Scott Smith, of Washington, against the 
Chicago Herald Company, for a recelver, 
makes some startling allegations. It sets 
forth that the capital stock of the company 
is $150,000. He owns ten shares of paid up 
stack of over $100 each, 830 shares are out- 
standing. The company’s personal 
property is worth $30,000 and its 
good will $20,000, if the business 
is honestly managed. A. F. Hatch is pres- 
ident, James W. Scott secretary and treasur- 
er, F. W. Rice, O. F. Aldis and W. D, Eaton, 
are directors, but Eaton has long since 
ceased toact. In July, 1882, Hatch, Scott 
and Rice being a majority of the directors, 
assessed the outstanding stock fifty per 
cent, each of them then owning two shares 
of stock. They conspired to get the rest of the 
stock by this means,claiming this assessment 
necessary to enable the corporation to carry 
on its business. It couldn't otherwise pay its 
debts. These statements were false and put 
forward to make the stockholders relinquish 
their stock. ‘The Herald has been an admin- 
istration paper and consequently got a large 
amount of Government patronage, $3,000 
worth at least, and its gar e was almost 
wholly among supporters of the admin- 
stration. To further their scheme 
and compe} these officials to give up their 
stock, knowingif they heldit they would 
loose the good will of the government, conse- 
quently the paper’s patronage fell off and the 
stock is greatly depressed. Four hundred 
shares have been surrendered gratituously to 
the conspirators who now have 700 shares all 
secured at grossly inadequate prices. They 
have only ried to * collect the 
fifty per cent. assessment from 
the stockholders who refused to give their 
stock to Hateh. The bill states thaton the 
19th of August mortgages were executed on 
820,000 to Hl. W. Wolseley and $10,000 to 
Hatch, that their indebtedness is fictitious, 
and was contfacted to furthur depreciate the 
value of the stock and compel its surrender. 
These mortgages were never recorded. Scott 
told the complainant that unless he 
would accept ten cents on the 
dollar for his stock the mortgage 
would be foreclosed and the stock rendered 
valueless. The business of the corporation 
has been confided entirely to Scott, who has 
been reckless, extravagant, and claims the 
corporation has expended $182,000 since May, 
1881, of which $42,000 has been paid for edi- 
torial work and correspondence, In 
reality not over half of this amount 
has been expended. Seottalso says since 
the 4th of last month the company spent $5,- 
0 more than its income. The bill prays that 
the owners of these mortgages be restrained 
from foreclosing; that the court appoint a 
receiver to take charge of the property to 
prevent waste, and an account be taken of 
the amount officers of the company may own, 
and that they pay whatever they have wrong- 
fully used or appropriated of its money. 


Saloon-Keeper’s Law.

This selection of a Republican and a moder- 
ate Democrat satisfied the North that Vir- 
ginia intended to carry out her pledges in 
good faith.

TOOTHPICK TALK. 


the Wooden Slivers are 
Chewed by the Million. 
Over 100,000 Used Daily in St. Louis--The 
Lore and Humor of Toothpickology 
--The Chicago Champion. Etc. 


How 


The toothpick is undoubtedly an instru- 
ment of great antiquity. Its use must even 
antedate the first appearance of the 
toothache, which particular pain admittedly 
came into existence soon after the expulsion 
from Eden, being preceded only a few days 
by that othér ache which appertains to the 
stomach, and which is the father of all aches. 
We can very well imagine that Eve removed 
the forbidden apple seeds from between her 
pearly teeth with a sharp prod obtained from 
some tropical thorn-tree ;and, Adam,in the sea- 
son when blackberries and raspberries were 
plentiful, may have been led to invent pro- 
fanity by the difficulty he experienced In 
dislodging the seeds even when he had culled 
a choice splinter from a disused hen-coop. 
It cannot be supposed that Eve picked her 
“‘ivories”’ on the promenade, or ina street- 
car—as some of her St. Louis daughters have 
been known to do—but that was because she 
had not had the advantage of the 5,000 civil- 
izing years which have since intervened. 

And so it has happened that since the days 
of Father Adam toothpicks have been In 
almost universal use, for few, indeed, are the 
mortals who possess absolutely perfect tecth. 
We may well suppose, in the absence of 
official records, that with the dawn of 
modern civilization the use of toothpicks 
became more refined, and _ the picks 
themselves of a finer quality. In Europe and 
especially in England fancy toothpicks are 
much in vogue to this day. Every gentle- 
man possesses his elegant little vest pocket 
instrument made of gold, silver, ivory, pearl, 
bone, sheil, etc. These articles may even be 
set with jewels, and are often- passed as 
presents and keepsakes. In America the 

USE OF FANCY TOOTHPICKS 

has never been very general, and since the 
‘introduction of the’convenient quills and still 
more convenient wooden picks, they have be- 
come almost unknown. Occasionally a swell 
may be found who possesses a fancy article, 
but it is doubtful if he makes very general 
use of it. Gold toothpicks can, however, be 
purchased in our jewelry stores and bone and 
ivory at divers stationery stores. The 
bone ones cost about 25 cents, and 
are constructed to shut like a knife. 
Quill picks are very neat and cheap. They 
are put up in packages of twenty-five quills, 
which commonly retail in St. Louis for ten 
At wholesale they sell at from 75 
cents to 8125 a 1,000 picks, or forty 
ackages, according to the size and quality of 
the quills. These quills are nearly all im- 
ported from Germany. They are rarely to be 
found now in hotels or public eating-houses, 
having been superseded by the wooden picks. 
The chief demand for them is for private 
consumption in families. The wooden tooth- 
picks are an American invention, and their 
use is confined to America still. They are 
manufactured by machinery in New England, 
and put upin boxes of 1,000 each, retail at 
ten cents a thousand and wholesaie at five 
cents. Five cents for 1000 clean 
serviceable toothpicks at so trivial a cost that 
the picks are no longer considered a luxury.

Insuch times as Fair week the 
consumption of the little wooden. sliv- 
ers is trebled, of course. The 
reason why men are accustomed 
to take several picks after a mealis because 
they have found by experience thata hunk 
of eating-house beef, well wedged in between 
two teeth, will require more than one to ¢is- 
lodge it. The wooden picks are ohly good 
for light use, and cannot be made crow-bars 
of. 

Primarily toothpicks are for picking the 
teeth, and a careless observer might cohclude 
that they have no other use. But let him 
stand forafew minutes near the door ofa 
popular restaurant at the dinner hour and he 
will soon be undeceived. He will see the 
well@fed customers sauntering out, each with 
his toothpick, and for every one who is pick- 
ing his tecth he will see ten who are chewing 
their toothpicks. ‘The reason for this may be 
that it affords aneasy way of bringing the 
jaws wxyradually to rest without the 
shock of a sudden stoppage. The 
gentle mastication 0 the vielding 
toothpick is a pleasant decline from the furi- 
ous motion of eating as practiced in our eating 
houses. It also assists, asit were, in placid 
meditation. ‘This imay be seen by any one 
who will observe the calm, measured tread of 
the 

CONFIRMED TOOTHPICK-CHEWER 
when he is engaged in his favorite exercise. 
This secondary, and most popular, use of the 
toothpick is said to be peculiar only to 
America, and it is this fact which makes the 
dealers in gold and expensive toothpicks de- 
spair of re-introducing their goods. Fancy 
toothpicks will never be popular in this 
country because they can not be chewed. 


There is a third possible use to which the | 


toothpick may eventually come. Men who 
constantly chew pine toothpicks will sooner 
or later acquire a fondness 
for the taste of pine, and 
keen boarding-house keepers may then take 
advantage of this taste and introduce picks 
into various articles of food. Within an- 
other decade we may be calmly eating tooth- 
pick soup, Which will strongly resemble ver- 
micelli soup in appearance. Boiling the 
slivers imay make them much more palata- 
ble thau’ when raw—and everybody eats ’em 
raw. Cut up into shoe-peg length and boiled, 
toothpicks may prove an agreeable substitute 
for rice; and slyly 
INTRODUCER INTO HASH, 

they will certainly be an improvement upon 
the bones and huttons of the present day. 
These ideas are not thrown out for the benefit 
of Doarding-house keepers, but to warn the 
American toothpick-chewing public of what 
isprobably in store for them if they persist 
in their pine-wood mastications. 

Really and truly the wooden toothpick is 
not only the cheapest, but the cleanest and 
best pick that can be made. 
There is nothing plebeian about them. 
They are the cleanest possible, because they 
are never used a second time. There is some- 
thing repugnant toa refined taste in using 
the same tooth-pick day after day—putting 
away a detiled article to be brought out again 
at each succeeding meal. Wooden picks are 
the best because they do the least harm to 
the teeth. Metal picks of all kinds are posi- 
tively injurious. Quill picks have not this 
objection, but they are expensive and un- 
cleanly. 

The question has often been asked wheth- 
er a gentleman can pick his teeth at all upon 
the street, or in public. Without pretending 
to decide the question, as this is not an article 
upon etiquette, it can be truly said that nine- 
tenths of men do it, and if no gentleman can, 
then nine-tenths of men are 
not gentlemen. Most active professional 
and « business nen fall into the 
habit of doing what is most convenieng in 
small matters like this,and they don’t care 
what anybody says or thinks. Still they 
would be much surprised to see their wives 
and daughters Caugling toothpicks around 
the streets at*i: hours of the day. Certainly

The exceptions are as 
one among ten thousand, There is one pecu- 
liarity of tooth-picking which women possess 
the civilized world over, and that is of 
using a pin. Every woman when 
going about the house at home 
will be observed at times to stop 
suddenly, pull apin from the frofit of her 
dress, use it for a toothpick quickly, and re- 
turn itto the dress. Perhaps men would 
have the same habit if they always had the 
pin at hand. 

In conclusion, it might be well to refer to 
the great toothpick chewing exposition and 
tournament which took place up north some- 
where several years ago, as all will remem- 
ber.
